He 

suggested that may be a reporting responsibility the SSCRPC could take on in conjunction with the 

city’s Office of Planning and Economic Development.  He stated that objective measures of 

economic activity and building permits in the City are in part based on the cost of construction so 

there is an indicator of just how much, not just the number of building permits at the residential and 

commercial level, but also the dollar value of the permit is a measure of how much is being built 

within the City of Springfield and Sangamon County.  McMenamin added that activity in past years 

would be helpful as well to see what the trends in the region are.  Chairman Yazell thought that was 

a great idea.  Berns said she would work with Yazell to see what could be done and report back 

next month.
